This is approximately 5891- of all 
heifer cakes Alberta led all other 
provinces in the percentage of 
calves vaccinated, Ontario follow¬ 
ed with 4991. 

Dr. E. E. Bullan.yne, Provincial 
Veterinarian, reports the hand 
writing is on the wall for further 
stops in brucellosis control. Several 
U.S. cities require milk from 
Bung's fr;e herds. Chicago fi x ex¬ 
ample, gave milk producers 5 
years to clean up their htvds. That 
meant a oig program in Wisconsin, 
Minn<*sota, etc. $25,000 was put up 
by lhe U.S. Government to aid all 
Slates in the project. Montana is 
quite .active. 

October, November, December, 
and January me the main months 
for vaccinating calves in this area. 
The age af calves determines the 
n.onth for vaccination. While vac¬ 
cination is p<vmitted from 4 to 
10 months, lhe best age is when 
the calf is S, 7 or 8 months old. 
Vaccination at the latter age, 
classes calves ns official vaccinates. 

Official vaccinates can be ex¬ 
ported without a blood test, up to 
22 months after vaccination. This 
is important to puret.ved breeders. 
All purebred heifer calves should 
tv official vaccinates. 

Calf hood vaccination has pro¬ 
duced good results in Alberta, in 
both beef and dairy' herds In con¬ 
trolling. brucellosis. It has been 
approximately 95% effective. This

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Courtesy Pays Off 


Most small towns, and even large towns, can use 
a pretty fair amount of good publicity. Contacts with 
prospective industries, business and people who may 
be thinking of making their homes outside the cities, 
depend to a greater extent than is generally realized 
on the treatment which they receive from residents 
and officials who, quite unconsciously, set the tone 
of the town’s general attitude. 

Before the war, manners were much better all 
around. People were, perforce, doing a selling job 
through the depression. Then came the days of short 
supply when anyone could sell anything and courtesy 
all too often went by the boards. 

Today we are back in a competitive society. 
People will like you if you are polite; they will live in 
your town if they find it pleasant; they will build 
their industries there if it is to their advantage and 
once again—courtesy pays off.. 

Loans No Solution 

We have questioned the value of the $1500 grain- 
backed loans to farmers through 1 the chartered banks 
and apparently there is one further, little-publicized 
obstacle that makes it extremely difficult for those 
who really need the loans to get them. 

If th£re is a prior lien on a farmer’s grain or if 
he is in arrears of taxes, he cannot get the loan with¬ 
out first making arrangements to pay off the lien or 
taxes out of the proceeds of the loan. The banker 
handling the loan application must show documentary 
evidence to prove that the courts and title of the land 
have been searched and there are no prior claims on 
the grain being put up as a security for the loan. This 
procedure must be done at the farmer’s expense, of 
course. 

And of course it is the farmer who is really hard 
up for cash and probably already has a lien on his 
grain who is most in need of the loan. 

Some better solution to the financial crisis facing 
the western grain farmer has to be found. This stop¬ 
gap measure of loans up to a maximum of $1500—to 
those farmers who can qualify—is of little help in an 
area of big- farms and correspondingly big expenses. 

Some way, some how, sufficient wheat has to be 
moved to market to give the farmer a decent income 
and allow him to pay his debts. If he is asked to cut 
down on wheat production he should have the assur¬ 
ance that what he does produce can be turned into 
cash. 

Schools Across The Countiy 

All across Canada there is a problem which isn’t a 
problem, a paradox if you will, the case of the expand¬ 
ing population which grows so fast that it pushes out 
the walls of even new schools—almost before they are 
finished. 

Canada is teeming with children and this is a 
condition which the ooiiftTPleS Of Europe have been 
striving to attain for years, either by means of edict, 
bonus or tolerance, knowing full well that in a coming 
generation of strong, healthy children there is a wealth 
that cannot be duplicated. 

So this school problem, which is undoubtedly an 
expensive one to solve, meets this half of the 20th 
century as a challenge which must be met. It is diffi¬ 
cult to persuade taxpayers to pay out more money 
than is absolutely necessary, yet this is the economical 
way to foresee and meet expansion. We have passed 
the day of ‘‘make do” in the educational field and we 
will have to recognize the fact. 

Probably one answer may be found in paring 
down the luxuries and leaving the necessities intact— 
lighting, sanitation, room to breathe, facilities for rec¬ 
reation—these are important.

The 
schools are bursting at the seams and it is a good 
thing. Because Canada can use them all to develop 
its riches of which they themselves are the greatest 
single item.

In 
those times of a decided shcctage 
of women, every new girl became a 
prospective wife for one of the 
unattached males. 

Th training many of them re-, 
ceived as pioneer teachers must 
have - (Urn much to fit them for 
the rigors of homesteading. Often 
after travelling miles to school, the 
teacher was her own fireman, Jan¬ 
itor and sometimes nurse for the 
injuries of small children. Too, in 
cold weather, after getting a fire 
going in the pot-bellied, ’station' 
type stove, for more than an hour 
teacher and pupils would huddle 
around the stove, trying to do 
sums, spelling, reading or whatever 
, seemed most adaptable to this 
mode of learning. 

/To some of us country schools, 
came young men teachers. Soiree- 
i times young fellows, who were

Then, with the teacher’s help,

Report on Durum Wheat 

Four new varieties of "reason¬ 
ably rust resistant” Durum wheat 
were named at the North Dakota 
State Durum Show this month. The 
two most promising are Langdon 
and Rams°v, both having good 
yield and quality. A total of about 
84,000 bushels of these two new 
varieties will be available for dis¬ 
tribution in the State for 1956. The 
new varieties are expected to ev¬ 
entually replace Sentry Durum due 
to their more positive type of rust- 
v .-sistance. For 1956 however, some 
200,000 acres of Sentry will likely 
be seeded. 

Despite the shortage of rudt- 
rosistant varieies, and the drop in 
the commercial price of Durum 
frm a high of $4.45 per bushel a 
year ago to $2.85 today, North 
Dakota farmers are probably going 
to seed a fair acreage to Durum 
wheat. Like farmers anywhere 
they intend to forget the 1953 and 
1954 rust conditions remembering 
only that their crop pulled through 
in 1955 . . . (but just barely). Rust 
susceptible varieties will still com¬ 
prise more than 70% of the North 
Dakota acreage in 1956, according 
to some of the informants in the 
area. 

In Montana, where rust is not 
considered a problem, the farmers 
there received a taste of Durum- 
growing, possibly planting between 
200,000 and 250,000 acres in 1955. 
Yields were reported to. be good, 
and quality high. Some Durum 
moving to market from this region 
has commanded a 5c premium over 
North Dakota due to its high test 
weight. In 1956 the State of Mon¬ 
tana could become Ithe major pro¬ 
ducer of Durum in the U.S., and 
their position would be strengthen¬ 
ed still more if rust were to threa¬ 
ten the North Dakota crop. 

The U.S. Department of Agri¬ 
culture Is trying! in an election 
>ear, to come up with a plan for 
the 1956 Durum acreage which will 
satisfy both the North Dakota and 
Montana farmers, and still produce 
a large enough crop for the A- 
merican macaroni industry. Nor 
do they wish to over-produce, be¬ 
cause to do so would throw a 
quantity onto theiexport market in 
competition with Canada and other 
nations. Add these problems to the

OTTAWA. Oct. 18, 1955 — -Grass 
seed can be produced profitably In 
the dry areas of the prairie re¬ 
gions if good management prac¬ 
tices are followed. 

T. Lawrence of the Swift Cur¬ 
rent Experimental Farm, Canada 
Department of Agriculture advises 
that the first practice to consider 
is to obtain good seed, preferably 
registered. This seed should be 
sown on clean veil prepared land. 
The land must be free from peren¬ 
nial and noxious weeds and special 
attention should be given to quack 
grass. 

For highest seed yields, spacing 
of' the grass rows and inter-row 
cultivation must be practised. Six 
years results from a Russian wild 
rye grass seed produdton experi¬ 
ment at Swift Current support this 
Leary. Rows spread one foot apart 
gave an average seed yield of 58 
pounds per acre, those 'two feet 
apart averaged 132 pounds per 
acre, those three feet apart aver¬ 
aged 160 pounds per acre, and 
rows four feet apart gave an aver¬ 
age yield of 183 pounds of seed 
per acre. 

Inter-row cultivation controls 
weeds and destroys any new grass 
seedlings which may grow from 
shattered seed. Weeds may be 
controlled in the year of establish¬ 
ment by spraying with 2,4-D. In 
the subsequent years sprays may 
lessen the seed yield by injuring 
the floral parts of the plant. 

Fertilizer application is consid¬ 
ered of benefit in grass seed pro¬ 
duction. Over a six year period 
Russian wild rye grass plots re¬ 
ceiving no fertilizer yielded 86 
pounds per acre. An application of 
135 pounds of 16-20-0 per acre re¬ 
sulted in a yield of 153 pounds per 
acre, and plots given 250 pounds 
of 16-20-0 per acre averaged 198 
pounds per acre. 

An experiment with Russian wild 
rye grass started in 1951 indicates 
lhat tlie best time for fertilizer ap¬ 
plication is Immediately after har¬ 
vest. 

Only by good management can a 
stand of grass be kept in high seed 
production for a long period.

The Regulations governing Food and Drink, under 
the Public Health Act, Sec. 4-5-2 state:— 

“No person shall display any meat, meat 
products, unwrapped bread of any kind, cake, 
pastry, fruit, fish, candy, confectionery or any 
other article of food whatever, intended as food 
for man, except wrapped, packaged, canned or 
bottled goods, unless such articles of food be dis¬ 
played so as to prevent any handling by the public, 
and unless such articles of food be protected from 
contamination by dust, dirt, or flies. All buildings 
in which food for human consumption is sold, 
offered for sale or displayed, shall be screened 
• against flies, vermin and rodents.” 

Pastries and Candies especially, should be kept 
under cover or protected by some means such as glass 
or cellophane. The public would be well advised not 
to buy and particularly advise their children not to 
buy, these goods unless already wrapped or kept under 
cover, as they are exposed to handling by the public 
and also exposed to dust, and droplet infection by 
sneezing and coughing.
